There is no provision in this 
bill to prohibit the divulging of this 
name to the public.

Pair From Breeding 


Because a pair of flies born" in 


Apnl may give origin to millions in 
Aug-nst, state health-authorities lire 
again urging measures to thwart 
that first'pair from breeding. 
On 


account--of their capacity to breed 
m filth and contaminate everything 
ihey touch, they are classed among 
the most potent enemies of man. 
The long, warm winter favored fly 
breeding-. 


Although swatting, trapping and 


poisoning flies are approved, it is 
called better-still to prevent their 
>reeohni' by keeping stables clean, 
by removing at least twice a week, 
by removing manure at least twice 
a week, by keeping garbage in re- 
ceptacles with close-fitting covers, 
emptied and washed out frequently, 
and by building only fly-proof sani- 
tary outbuildings when sewers are 
not available. It is advocated that 
homes, outbuildings, markets, bak- 
eries and all food establishments be 
effectivaly screened. 


These measures are 
urged 
for 
general adoption: 


Keep fliesront of dwellings 


by screens on doors and win- 
dows, and away from pantry, 
kitchen and dining rooms. 


Ke«p the -cover on the garb- 


age can all the time. 


Be doubly careful about keep- 


ins flies out of the sick room. 
They 
bring complications of 


new diseases and carry the in- 
valid's disease to others. 


Keep the baby away from 


flies and save it from possible 
cholera, infantum or dysentery. 


If you own a horse, be care- 


ful. 
Horse manure is the best 


possible breeding place for ty- 
phoid flies. Keep it "in covered 
boxes and remove it frequently. 
To any citizen of the state upon 


receipt of a postcard recniest, the 
'tate board of health, Madison, of- 
fers to send a bulletin on the trans- 
mission of disease by flies and erad- 
ication" measures. 
A large poster 


in colors, illustrating the dangerous 
habits of the house fly, wil] also be 
mailed free to schools, clubs and 
civic organizations applying.

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Friends' Challenge To Force 


Quakers Are Doing Great Work in Europe, Say Nothing 


Accomplished by Force. 
r 


U may remember that the Quakers—th« Society of Friends 
—gets along very well with the Russian government au- 


thorities as well as with the Russian people, the Friends have 
been carrying on relief work in Russia while almost every other 
powerful organized agency in the world has been engaged ac- 
tively or passively in the pious attempt to kill Russian men with 
bullets and to kill Russian women and chUdren by starvation. 


Perhaps you were not aware of the Friends' work in Rus- 


sia. The press of course has ignored it, and the Quakers don't 
know anything about the great modern science of inflaming, 
poteoning or enthusing the public mind by printers' ink. And 
besides the Quakers don't believe in converting people by shoot- 
Ing them. Why should they have received publicity or help in 
their work? 


But they have at least made a beginning in that direction. 


Under the chairmanship of Rufns M. Jones, head of the Ameri- 
can Friend's Service Committee they have just held a mass 
meeting in New York at which an audience of 3,000 listened to 
the principles and motives behind their relief work in various 
parts of Europe. Elbert Rqssel!, director of the Woolmen School, 
Swarthmore, Pa., spoke on "The Quaker Challenge to a World 
of Force." It was the first time in generations that the Society 
has left its meeting house to do anything like that. 


Mr. Jones called attention to the fact that force—"force to 


the uttermost, force without stint or limit"—had ruled the world 
and failed completely to settle the world's problems. After a 
century of such a test as hate and force and national selfishness 
have had, he said, the world ought to try something else, 


"We believe that the solution of the problems which con- 


front us in Mexico and in Japan," he said, "is not in a resort to 
arms or a display of force, but in the service of the missionary 
and the educator. 


"Ten 
thousand teachers, editors, sanitary engineers and 


real statesmen—not politicians—sent to Mexico 25 years ago, 
when it became evident that Diaz's policy was robbing the peons 
and unfitting the Mexicans for self-government, sent to help 
Mexico, not to exploit her, as the Americans who got conces- 
sions from Diaz often did, would have done vastly more to make 
the border secure and to protect American interests than the 
100,000 soldiers on the border in 1916 or the warships on the 
coast today. 


The United States should have a Secretary of Peace in the 


Cabinet, Mr. Jones said, to direct special governmental works of 
friendliness and neighborliness to nearby nations. 


"It is unfortunate that such works as the sanitation of Ha- 


vana, Vera Cruz and Panama, and the direction of the finances 
and elections of Cuba, Haiti, San Domingo and Nicaraugua 
should be done by soldiers under a Secretary of War," he con- 
cluded. "Such works are works of peace and they should be 
conducted under the direction of a Secretary of Peace."
